Smoke Control 


During the year, the coming into operation of the fourth zone was 
delayed for two reasons. 


In the first instance, the Gas Boards, changed their production policy 
thereby reducing the supply of soft coke and necessitating that future areas 
will be based on hard coke and the new fuel “Roomheat" produced by the 
National Coal Board, Secondly, by a person objecting to her dwelling being 
included in a Smoke Control Area. 


In No.4 Area half the houses are owned by the Local Authority and it is 
proposed to instal solid fuel room heaters in place of the open coal fires, 


The revised system of the payment of grants enables the modern redesign 
labour saving heating appliances to be installed at approximately three tenth 
of the cost to the owner or occupier, These appliances are an excellent mean: 
of raising the standard of living to a more comfortable level as is amply 
demonstrated by the increased demand for them by householders who have the 
choice of burning coal in the old fashioned inefficient open fire, The 
inhabitants of the houses in Elmfield Ward and those in future areas will, I 
am sure, be grateful that the Council did not join that band of faint hearts 
in 1963 who at the first fence faltered and fell into the mire of soft coke 
and additional costs. Clean /Jir cannot be achieved cheaply. It should be 
renembered that certain public health survices and their attendant costs 
continue for ever and others give way. The cost of street sweeping and the 
collection and disposal of refuse will continue and the costs increase but 
that of the formation of smoke control areas ceases when the area is brought 
into operation, 
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SMOKE CONTROL AREAS _ 
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PUBLIC CLEANSING 1964-65 
Refuse Removal 


& complete weekly cervice of refuse collection was attained for 
the third year in succession, This welcome improvement in the service 
is brought about by the willing co-operation of the workmen in 
staggering their annual leave, 


Provision of Dustbins 


The maintenance of dustbins in this district is a Local 
Authority responsibility, and this factor will be exceedingly useful 
in the event of any change in the type of refuse receptacle, 


Local Authorities have improved the vehicles so that dustless 
loading may be attained and have mechanised the method of disposal of 
the refuse but the collector continues to carry a bin weighing 26 lbs 
from the house to the vehicle and back and often the weight of the 
container exceeds that of the refuse, 


Some towns are experimenting with improved polythene bins weighing 
14 lbs and others with paper sacks, The former are less noisy and more 
hygienic than the steel bin however the paper sack ensures a complete 
change of receptacle each week, is dustless and hygienic, but is more 
costly to use. 


However, as houses are now built the dustbin must be carried 
some considerable distance to the vehicle and some method of overcoming 
the carrying of unnecessary weight is imperative. 


Refuse Disposal 


Domestic refuse and certain other refuse is disposed of at the 
tip at Far Holmes in accordance with the best available method, This 
form of sanitary disposal of refuse is dependent upon a plentiful supply 
of suitable cover suchas furnace ashes and dust, and unfortunately this 
material is becoming very difficult to obtain. 


Salvage 


The separation of salvable material from household and factory 
refuse has continued throughout the year,
